Indicated  he  expected  only  a few  individuals  to  participate 
and  felt  certain  that  they  would  not  attempt  to  enter  the

Special  Agents  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 
observed  a group  of  individuals,  consisting  of  both  men  and 
women  assemble  on  the  sidewalk  immediately  in  front  of 
215  Market  Street  at  approximately  3:00  p.m.  On  March  18,  1973. 
These  individuals  assumed  a sitting  position  on  carpets 
and  blankets  they  had  bought  with  them.  There  was  no  chanting 
and  only  three  or  four  posters  were  in  evidence.  The  area  where 
the  demonstrators  were  seated  was  separated  by  a fence  from 
the  entrance  to  215  Market  Street,  This  fence  remained  following 
recent  construction  work  that  had  been  accomplished  in  the  area. 
One  or  two  individusils  placed  themselves  near  the  doorway 
of  the  building  and  offered  passers*^ leaf lets, 

A typical  leaflet  among  those  being  distributed 
appears  as  follov/s: 
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The  entire  jnankind  of  this  universe  constitutes  one 
singular  people.  The  tihole  huinaniitj  is  hound  in 
fraternity;  those  tcho  ore  apt  to  remain  oblivious  of 
this  very  simple  truth  . . . those  who  are  prone  to 
distort  it...  are  the  deadliest  enemies  of  humanity. 
Today  s mankind  should  identify  these  foes  fully 
well  and  build  up  a healthy  human  society  totally 
neglecting  all  obstacles  and  difficulties. 

It  must  he  borne  in  mind  that  so  Jong  as  magnifi- 
cent, healthy  and  univcrsalistic  human  society  is 
not  well  cstc.hlishcd , man  s culture  and  civiliza- 
tion, his  sacrifice,  service,  and  spiritual  endeavor 
shall  not  be  able  to  carry  any  worth  whatsoever.

Spiritual  leader  and  social  reformer,  has  been  im- 
prisoned Nvilhout  bail  for  the  last  14  monUis  on 
charges  of  murder  and  conspiracy.  In  December 
the  murder  charges  were  dropped.  The  court 
battle  continues  . . . and  still  bail  is  denied. 

On  February  12th.  1973,  Shrii  Slirii  Anandamurti 
was  poisoned  in  Banhepur  Jail,  in  Patna,  India. 

Since  then,  his  doctors  have  not  been  allowed  to 
see  liim. 

He  teaches  Uiat  we  arc  all  children  of  God  and 
Out  \vc  arc  truh  one  common  humanity  of  broth- 
ers and  sisters.  He  teaches  tlrat  social  and  econom- 
ic oppression  have  no  place  on  our  planet. 

His  crime  is  that  he  dared  to  speak  out. 


Immediately  before  bis  poisoning,  Sbirii  Shirii 
Anandamurli  was  isolated  from  fellow  prisoners 
and  from  visitors,  \\'ben  be  was  allowed  visitors, 
he  related  the  incident  of  the  poisoning  and  re- 
quested iJiat  be  be  allowed  to  see  bis  personal  doc- 
tor. This  was  denied,  and  no  care  was  given. 


His  pain  is  severe,  bis  vision  blurred.  His  physical 
health  even  before  this  incident  bad  deteriorated 
due  to  the  conditions  of  the  Patna  jail.  He  bad  re- 
ceived neither  proper  food  nor  the  opportunity 
for  much-needed  e.xercise.  His  windowless  cell 
was  without  a fan  throughout  the  summer,  at 
which  time  the  temperature  outside  rose  as  high 
as  130  degrees. 


He  has  not  been  allowed  to  be  treated  by  bis  phy- 
sician to  this  date. 


He  must  be  hospitalized  immediately  and  must 
receive  proper  medical  attention  if  he  is  to  regain 
his  good  health.
